Death Got There First— 


How Long Must It Keep Up? 


„ Death got there first, 

Mrs. Mattie Frank, Negro woman, was 
rushed to the Harlem Hospital the day af- 
ter Christmas for emergency treatment for 
diabetes. But that was after the family 
had waited TWELVE HOURS for the am- 
bulance. It came too late. Mrs. Frank 
died shortly after her admission into the in- 
stitution. 


This Negro woman is only one of the 
steadily rising toll of victims of the notori- 
ous conditions that prevail at the Harlem 
Hospital. On Thursday the Daily Worker 
published an article by Ben Davis, Jr., tell- 
ing the grim story of Harlem Hospital in 
recent weeks. 

That story spells danger to life and 
health for 250,000 men, women and chil- 
dren in the largest Negro community in the 
world. Some of the shocking facts dis- 
closed by Davis are that:
